DUCK HUNTERS
SHOT BY SOLDIER

One Killed, and Another Wound-
ed—Injury Was Uninten.

tional.
BUFFALO, N. Y., Dee. 28.—The
killing of Walter  Smith and the

wounding of Che:ies Dorsch, Amer-
fcan hunters, by Canadian soldiers on
the Niagara River near Fort Brie to-
day was unintentional, according to
information gathered by the military
authorities and forwarded to Ottawa
tonlght.

The soldiers were giding & provin-
clal officer to arrest the men for an
alleged game law violatlon, Beveral
volleys were fired over their heads to
foree them to come ashore with their
rowboat. A final shot, sald to have
been fired for the same purpose, kill-
ed Smith and wounded Dorsch,

While deep regret over the incident
was expressed by Fort Erle villagn
officials, it was pointed out that the
men were not only technically under
arrest and attempting to escape, but
that they had violated a military or-
der which forbade unauthorized per-
sons to approach the internationul
boundary line while armed.

Thomas N. Delaney, the provineial
officer, sald the men were shooting at
Mucks, He decided to arrest them and
Uaptain Fite, of the border patrol,
sent three soldlers to help. Delaney
called vut to Me men that they were
under arrest and ordered them
ashore. ‘The soldiers fired a volley.
One bullet splashed the water near
the boat. J

“Don't hit
Delaney.

“We'll come ashore as scon us we
plci up the decoys,” shouted one of
‘he hunters,

They rowed un stream toward the
decoys. Suddenly tie hoat headed for
the American shore,

“They've got away: let them go,”
Delaney told the soldiers, .

AT glve them another scare,” sald
one soldier.

He raised his rifle and fired. Both
hunters toppled over in the boat.
which drifted to the ferry landing.
Smith was dead. Dorsch was brought
to a Buffalo hospital. His condition is
not serious.

A Daily Paper to Prcmote Foreign
Commerce to Be
Launched.

(By - Amaocinted Press,)

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28—To pro-
mote the forelgn commerce of the
United States, the government will BO
into the newspaper business January
Z, next, when the first nember of The
Daily Commercial Report will be is-
sued by the department of commerce,
In it will be carried all fmportant
commercial cablegrams received from
the attaches at the various embassies
abroad and ° from consular offices
throughout the world. It also will
contain brlef abstracts of the findings
of investigators of the department in
many lines of American enterprise,
and will present to the business world
each day the gist of the business of
the department of commerce for the
preceding day.

The plan for & commercial daily
was worked out by Dr. E. E. Pratt,
chief of the bureau of foreign snd do-
mestic commerce. The new publica-
tlon will take the place of the Daily
Consular Reports now issued.

E. A. Hrand, assistant.chief of the
burean, who returned today from an
extended tour of inspection of the
eight new branch offices of the hu-
reau, reported that the branches were
meeting with a cordial reception from
business houses and were working to
full capacity in cooperation with mer-
chants and manufactarers.
